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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments towards the objection of 
claim 67 being a substantial duplicate of claim 1 are not persuasive. Although the number of the words of each of the claims is not identical 
nor is there an exact wording between the claims, the substance of both claims seem to be equivalent. Applicant has pointed out ,via 
underlined portions of each claim on page 12 of Applicant's Remarks in the response of 07/24/09, the portions which he feels differentiate 
the two claims. Examiner has reviewed the claims again and still believes the two claims to be substantial duplicates. In particular with 
reference to the "selected and positioned" language of claim 67, the Examiner interprets that such language is inherently found in claim 1 
since the inventions are physical displays of color cards therefore upon setup of such cards, they must be inherently "selected and 
positioned" adjacent one another. Further, in reference to the "one of the paint samples having a hue which is the same as the base hue of 
the first selected group" limitation of claim 67, the Examiner points to the rest of the corresponding limitation of claim 1 which reads, "each 
physical color combination paint sample card containing a plurality of paint samples having the same base hue as the hue of the group it is 
adjacent to." In other words, the Examiner believes this limitation to simply read that each physical combo card has a plurality of samples 
of which are the same as the base hue it is adjacent to, wherein there are a plurality of adjacent to base hues thus corresponding to the 
"plurality" term. Therefore, the Examiner believes that these claims are still substantial duplicates of one another and maintains the 
objection to claim 67 (which inherently affects claims 68-77) . 
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
